“Wanted—An ldea,”
and further inviting inventors mond for
thelr £1.800 prize offér, The gencrdl tone
of the advertisement was to direct the at-
tentlon of the publle to the large fortunes |
to be realized from patented luventlons,
At the same time a paper, so-called, was
issued from Washington titled “The Na-
tional Necorder,” In which In glowling terms
were ret forth the fabulods fortunes that
cotld be realized by aoy Inventor who eould
Invent a simple thing, such as an envelope,
n stovepipe, & domestic boller, non-refillable
bottle, or any one of a number of simple
devices which were set forth In the Re-
ecorder,

To all appearances the Recorder wag a
publication Independent of Wedderburn &
Co., but the investigation has digclossd the
fact that the two, the altorney and the pub-
lisher, mutually recommended each other to
Inventors for the furtherance of the busi-
ness alme of each, apparently as separate
firms, but In reality constituting but one
man.

SILVER MEDALS FOR MERIT.

As soon ns an Inventor wrote to Wedderp-
birn & Co., the inventor's name was placed
upon a lst apd theveafter he received all
worta of literature of a nature to induce him
to apply for a patent through Wedderburn,
A stenogvapher In the oMee of the concern
was cmplovidd to send silver medals to such
mventors ag hesitated in placing thelr budl-

ness with the coneern and these doubtiul
inventors wore later Informed that their
names had been placed upon the ‘“roll of
hotnar containing the namea of theose who
have merltorious Inventions”'

In this connectlon it was found that In

numeronsg cases the silver medal was granted
apparently as an Inducement for the Ine.
ventor to pdvance the fees for the fling of
the application, and for advertiging for aale,
and in some cases the mednl woas sont he-
fore p report on the question of patenta-
bty was made so that some of the inven-
tions for which medala were lssued were
not even patentable, The concern managed
ita afMalra so skillfully, however, that it
was difMenlt to trip them without the ald
of the government, nand a few Individunls
who had publiely decried their methods were
immedintely notified that they wonld be sued
to a large amount by Wedderburn & Co, for
dinmpges,

The non-patentible cases piled up In the
patent offiee, however, to such an  extent
that Commis=loner of Patents Butterwarth

finally took the matter in hand and ordered
an Investigation, appointing a board ef ex-
aminers to look into the business methods

of thi= concern. From this exnmining bonrd’s
report it i found that Wedderburn would
report an fnvention patentibls and that when
there wis no poeslble chance of securing a
patent. Thus, for example, this concern filed
two appllcations for the same lovention In
twenty different clavses of {nventions, in
eightean classea of which the inventions filed
were not patentable, o that of the forty In-
ventors who pald this concern for hunora-
ble servieca but four had patentable Inven-
tlons, mnd of course but the Arat in each
elars could be granted patents, se patents
are not granted to different Inventors for
the same device unless they are jolnt in-
ventors,
THEIR PECULIAR METHODS,

The patent ofler examiners further found
that Wedderturn bhad filed in three différent
groups three applications In each, pot one
of which was patentable, so that of thowss
nine inveniors not s eingle one recslved n
patent. This mean= that three Inventors
would think of some &imple device which
would be reported by Wedderburn as pat-
cntalile, but which In reallty was not pat-
ontable, but iestead of Informing the fire:
Inventor that his invention was not patenta-
blg, or the next two that a third was ahead,
they simply pockieted the fes snd Jot It go
nt that

In one group this concirn filed four differ
ent applications but for the same Invention
which was not patentable, so that these four
recelved no returns for thelr money; two
groups of five applications, cich for the same
Invention, not corsldered patentahle, mak-
ing ten owindled inventors; three groups of
six applications, cach of which wers con-
clderad not patentsble, making  elghteen
flaeced Inventors; one group of seven apnli-
citiong, all considered not patentable; snd
one group of unine patent applicationg for
the same lnvention, all considersd not rat-
entable, This lat ls twken from the cMelal
report of the committes

Bt this concern would not only file nppli-
catlons which they have known, snd ¢er-
tuinly knew in a great MANnY cases, were not
patentable, but when the patent ofMee would
rejoct  these worthless  applications  they
would ndvise the Inventor to file ar appesl
50 that Wedderburn might get wtill another

fee for appenling and thus still further
flece the poor loventer, Over forty casis
worn found wherse Wedderburn had etated

that the Inventions submitted were patent
ahle, but where an examination disclosed
that edeh application was anticlpated by
proviove Inventlons,

In a number of casea, aftor Weldeshurn
had been informed by the Unlted Btates
patent offiee that certain inventions filed by
them woerg not patentable they waould,
nevertheloes, advlse their ellents to have
thelr worthless patents secured in forelgn
countrici, and mo stlll further obtain fees
from thelr cllents, who' s the majority
of casis were men who could i1l afford to
leae these amounta.

Wedderburn  hgo sold his pension olaim
bukiniss, und ore long the last of this
poreern will be anpounced. This Inveatiga-
tion will be of great benefit to the leventors
at Jarge, for Commbsiomer Butterworth has
expresced his Intentlon of formulating such
rules and regulations a8 will improve the
patent system and protect inventors to the
oxtent at least of los'sting on correct and
honest practice on the part of these who are
privileged to represend the lnventord before
the puatent office,
